To  the  Chairman  and  Members  oj  the  Education  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  Report 
on  the  Work  of  the  School  Health  Service  for  the  year  ended  December, 

1950- 

Contrary  to  expectation,  the  impact  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act  on  the  school  health  service  has  so  far  been  negligible. 
The  predicted  exodus  of  children  from  the  clinics  to  general  prac¬ 
titioners’  surgeries  has  not  taken  place.  The  national  dental  service 
being  unable  adequately  to  cope  with  adult  requirements  has  actually 
caused  an  increase  in  the  numbers  of  children  seeking  treatment  in 
the  school  dental  service.  In  fact,  the  only  limiting  factors  so  far  as 
this  service  is  concerned  are  professional  manpower  and  premises. 

In  this  respect  the  Pemberton  Clinic  is  most  unsuitable  for  use 
as  a  dental  surgery  and  in  advance  of  a  new  polyclinic  in  that  area 
some  more  suitable  temporary  premises  should  be  found  if  at  all 

possible. 

The  periodic  medical  inspection  of  the  three  age  groups  continued 
as  in  previous  years  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  percentage 
of  children  who  were  found  to  require  attention  is  slightly  higher  than 
in  the  previous  year,  i.e.,  16.02%  as  against  13.87%. 

The  minor  ailments  clinics  are  well  patronised  and  do  much  to 
prevent  continued  absence  from  school  due  to  ailments  which  have 
become  serious  through  neglect  or  makeshift  home  treatment. 

We  were  fortunate  during  the  year  to  obtain  the  services  of  Mr. 
Kay,  who  has  taken  over  the  work  of  the  speech  therapy  clinic.  This 
is  a  most  important  service  which  ensures  that  children  with  correct¬ 
able  defects  are  not  handicapped  educationally  and  do  not  grow  up 
with  the  inferiority  complex  usually  accompanying  defective  speech 
persisting  into  adult  life. 
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The  chiropody  clinic  which  was  inaugurated  during  the  year  has 
been  very  well  attended.  As  befits  a  school  health  service  the 
opportunity  is  taken  by  the  chiropodist  to  teach  preventive  chiropody. 
Thus  parents  are  informed  when  unsuitable  shoes  are  being  worn  and 
advice  is  given  as  to  the  proper  fittings  and  styles  of  shoes  for  children. 
A  considerable  degree  of  liaison  has  been  achieved  between  this  service 
and  the  orthopaedic  clinic  with  mutual  advantage. 

Our  experience  of  infectious  diseases  in  the  year  under  review 
has  been  remarkable.  No  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified,  and 
with  only  62  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  197  cases  of  measles  notified 
it  can  be  said  that  1950  was  an  exceedingly  healthy  year  amongst 
Wigan  school  children.  It  is  probable  that  this  is  in  some  way  a 
reflection  of  the  record  summer  weather  in  1949.  If  this  is  so  the  poor 
summer  of  1950  will  be  reflected  in  the  health  of  the  children  in  the 
forthcoming  year. 

In  the  body  of  the  report  the  results  of  a  Mass  Miniature  Radio¬ 
graphy  Survey  of  school  leavers  is  set  out  in  tabular  form.  This  is  a 
new  venture  which  I  think  is  of  great  value  to  school  leavers.  Not 
only  does  it  sift  out  children  who  have  become  infected  with  tubercu¬ 
losis  through  contact  with  the  disease  at  an  early  age  but  it  will  pre¬ 
vent  infectious  cases  passing  into  industry  with  detriment  both  to 
themselves  and  to  their  workmates.  The  X-ray  examination  of  the 
chest  does,  however,  bring  to  light  many  conditions  other  than  tuber¬ 
culosis  and  may  enable  treatment  to  be  commenced  at  an  early  stage, 
ensuring  the  best  chance  of  complete  recovery. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  School  Meals  Organiser  and  the  Organiser 
of  Physical  Education  for  providing  material  for  inclusion  in  this 
report. 

Finally,  I  would  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Children’s  Welfare  Sub-Committee  for  their  co-operation 
and  support  and  to  the  Director  of  Education,  the  teachers,  and  the 
staff  of  the  School  Health  Department  for  their  assistance  during  the 
year.

Liaison  with  the  other  Local  Authority  Health  Services  is  achieved 
in  the  following  manner 

The  School  Medical  Officer  is  also  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
One  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  holds  appointments  in  both 
the  School  Health  Service  and  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service. 

None  of  the  School  Nurses — who  have  all  been  employed  by  tne 
Local  Authority  for  a  considerable  number  of  years — possess  the 
Health  Visitor’s  certificate,  so  no  joint  Health  Visitor/School  Nurse 
appointments  have  been  made.

During  the  year  every  effort  has  been  made  to  preserve  the  good 
relationship  which  exists  between  the  assistant  medical  officers  of  the 
School  Health  Service  and  the  general  practitioners  in  the  town. 
Their  co-operation  is  extremely  valuable. 

Co-ordination  has  also  been  maintained  with  the  hospital  services 
and  a  Liaison  Committee  at  officer  levei  holds  regular  meetings.

Secondary  Grammar  Schools. 

The  Grammar  School  has  482  pupils  on  roll,  and  the  High  School 
has  462.

During  the  year,  245  Scholarship  children  were  examined.  840 
children  were  medically  examined  prior  to  going  to  the  Southport 
Summer  School. 


FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

The  gradual  trend  of  improvement  in  the  general  condition  of  the 
children  noticed  in  recent  years  has  again  been  well  maintained, 
especially  in  regard  to  the  entrants.  This  is  partly  the  result  of  close 
co-ordination  with  the  Infant  Welfare  Service  and  the  care  which  is 
lavished  upon  the  pre-school  child  by  the  trained  staff  of  the  Welfare 
Clinics. 

The  general  condition  of  the  pupils  has  been  assessed  in  three 
broad  categories  : — 

(a)  Good. 

(b)  Fair. 

(c)  Poor. 

It  will  be  seen  from  Table  II  (page  25)  that  in  all  age  groups  the 
percentage  in  the  three  categories  is  as  follows  : — 

(a)  1.28  per  cent. 

(b)  98.17  per  cent. 

(c)  0.55  per  cent. 

Whilst  Class  (b)  is  taken  as  the  average  for  the  town,  Class  (c) 
means  generally  that  the  child  should  be  kept  under  observation  and 
steps  are  taken  to  obtain  whatever  treatment  is  considered  necessary 
to  improve  the  general  condition. 

Cases  of  malnutrition  so  often  seen  in  the  inter-war  years,  have 
now  virtually  disappeared  but  during  the  year  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  recommend  to  the  Education  Committee  that  several 
children  who  appeared  to  be  undernourished  should  receive  school 
meals  free  of  charge. 
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Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Defects. 

Ear  Diseases  and  Defective  Hearing. — At  routine  medical 

inspection,  63  children  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  ear  trouble 
of  various  kinds.  31  had  discharging  ears. 

Tonsils  and  Adenoids. — 87  Children  were  found  at  routine  medical 
inspection  to  require  treatment,  and  144  required  to  be  kept  under 
observation.  202  received  operative  treatment  during  the  year.  Details 
are  given  on  page  26  (Table  V). 

Since  the  implementation  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
children  have  been  increasingly  referred  by  their  general  practitioners 
direct  to  the  E.N.T.  specialist,  and  so  no  statistical  information  is 
available  in  the  Department  as  to  the  actual  numbers  of  school  children 
now  seeking  advice.

Arrangement  has  however  been  made  with  the  Hospital  Manage¬ 
ment  Committee  whereby  the  names  of  children  actually  taken  into 
the  hospital  for  operative  treatment  are  notified  to  the  School  Medical 
Officer. 


Eye  Diseases — Visual  Defects. 

Eye  Diseases.' — -20  children  were  found  to  be  suffering  from 
external  eye  disease,  mainly  conjunctivitis  and  blepharitis. 

497  Cases  were  found  to  have  defective  vision  and  squint. 

Details  of  cases  examined  and  the  numbers  for  whom  glasses 
were  prescribed,  are  given  on  page  26  (Table  IV). 

Skin  Diseases. 

No  case  of  Scabies  was  revealed  at  routine  medical  inspection. 

22  Cases  of  Impetigo  and  20  other  skin  diseases  were  found  at 
routine  medical  inspection  and  treated  at  the  Clinics. 

1  Case  of  Ringworm  of  the  Scalp  was  discovered  and  received 

appropriate  treatment. 


Orthopaedic  Defects. 


At  the  routine  medical  inspection  108  cases  were  revealed.  81 
were  referred  to  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  for  treatment  and  27  are  under 
observation. 

Details  of  attendances  at  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  are  given  in 
Table  VI.  on  page  27.

ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  TREATMENT. 

Arrangements  to  secure  the  availability  of  comprehensive  free 
medical  treatment,  other  than  domiciliary  treatment  for  pupils  for 
whom  the  Authority  accept  responsibility,  included  the  following  : — 

Minor  Ailments  :  School  Clinics. — The  two  School  Clinics  at 
Millgate  and  Pemberton  have  been  open  daily  during  the  school  days 
and  during  the  school  holiday  periods  for  treatment  of  minor  ailments 
and  carrying  out  of  special  examinations. 

During  the  year,  14,429  attendances  were  made  in  302  sessions 
at  the  Central  Clinic,  and  2,558  attendances  were  made  in  121  sessions 
at  the  Pemberton  Clinic — an  average  of  48  children  per  session  at 
the  Central  Clinic,  and  21  children  per  session  at  Pemberton  Clinic.

At  the  Schcol  Clinics  special  examinations  of  children  referred 
by  school  nurses,  teachers,  parents  and  Attendance  Officers,  are 
carried  out  by  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  in  addition  to 
the  treatment  of  minor  ailments. 

The  School  Nurses  attend  to  cleansing  the  heads  of  children 
referred  to  the  Clinic  for  this  purpose. 

Detailed  particulars  of  minor  ailments  treated,  and  the  means 
by  which  treatment  was  obtained,  are  given  in  Table  VII,  pages  27, 
28  and  29. 

Treatment  of  Visual  Defects. — Cases  suspected  of  having  defective 
vision  are  examined  by  Dr.  J.  T.  Gilmour,  Assistant  School  Medical 
Officer  at  the  Clinic,  and  glasses  are  prescribed  where  necessary. 

The  supplementary  ophthalmic  service  introduced  in  1948  con¬ 
tinues  to  operate.  The  difficulty  of  obtaining  spectacles  in  a  reason¬ 
able  time  which  has  been  the  subject  of  criticism  during  the  first  two 
years  of  the  new  service  now  appears  to  have  been  largely  overcome. 

A  serious  defect  however  of  the  present  service  is  that  the  examining 
medical  officer  does  not  see  and  therefore  is  not  able  to  check  the 
spectacles  which  are  supplied  to  the  scholars  by  the  various  opticians 
in  the  town.  This  could  easily  be  overcome  if  the  completed  spectacles 
were  forwarded  by  the  optician  to  the  clinic  for  issue  to  the  child. 
There  are,  however,  certain  ethical  difficulties  which  prevent  this 
being  carried  out  at  the  present  time.  We  therefore  have  to  rely  on 
the  parent  returning  to  the  clinic  with  the  child  some  time  after  the 
spectacles  have  been  obtained. 
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Orthoptic  Service.— During  the  year  the  hospital  authorities 
inaugurated  an  orthoptic  clinic  at  the  Royal  Albert  Edward  Infirmary. 
This  will  greatly  facilitate  the  treatment  of  squint. 

Uncleanliness. — Arrangements  for  head  inspections  have  con¬ 
tinued  as  in  previous  years.  The  details  which  are  to  be  found  on 
page  30,  Table  VIII,  show  that  there  has  been  a  slight  increase  in 
the  number  of  unclean  heads  during  the  period  under  review. 

The  following  scheme  has  been  in  operation  during  the  year  : — 

(1)  Complete  survey  by  a  School  Nurse  of  each  school  as  soon  as 
possible  after  term  begins. 

(2)  Children  found  to  be  harbouring  live  vermin  are  excluded 
from  school  and  attend  the  Clinic  every  day  until  quite 
clean.  They  are  then  re-admitted  and  directions  given  to 
the  parents  to  keep  them  clean. 

(3)  In  the  case  of  children  with  nits  only,  notices  to  parents  are 
sent  in  the  usual  way  with  instructions  as  to  the  best  method 
of  getting  rid  of  nits.  These  children  are  seen  by  Nurses  at 
intervals  of  three  or  four  days  until  quite  clean.  Notices 
to  parents  are  repeated  in  cases  where  nits  are  still  present. 

The  average  number  of  visits  per  school  made  during  the  year 
by  the  Nurses  for  cleanliness  inspection  was  14.  Great  efforts  have 
been  made  to  apply  the  scheme  thoroughly,  and  the  results  have 
been  very  gratifying. 

The  total  number  of  first  examinations  of  children  was  10,104 
and  of  these,  871  had  pediculosis  of  the  head  (i.e.,  lice  or  nits  present). 

At  the  final  inspection  the  number  of  children  with  nits  was  385. 

At  the  first  examination  the  percentage  of  infested  children  was 
8.62  and  at  the  final  inspection  the  percentage  had  been  reduced 
to  3.81. 

We  ask  for  greater  understanding  and  co-operation  from  the 
parents.  Many  teachers  are  keenly  interested  in  this  important  work, 
and  the  help  they  give  to  the  nurses  is  very  valuable.  Many  children, 
after  being  freed  from  nits  and  lice  at  the  Clinic,  or  by  carrying  out 
the  Medical  Officer's  advice,  became  re-infested  in  their  homes.  It 
is  therefore  very  important  that  parents  and  adults  should  see  that 
their  own  heads  are  free  from  nits  and  lice. 

Orthopaedic  Defects. — The  joint  orthopaedic  scheme  has  continued 
to  operate  throughout  the  year,  the  Surgeon  attending  two  sessions 
per  month  and  the  Orthopaedic  Nurse  attending  six  sessions  per  week. 
The  results  of  this  increased  service  are  now  being  seen,  as  more  time 
can  be  devoted  by  the  nurse  to  cases  requiring  specialised  physio¬ 
therapeutic  treatment.  Cases  for  hospital  treatment  are  sent  to 
Biddulph  Hospital.  7  Wigan  cases  were  treated  at  this  Hospital 
during  the  year. 
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Tuberculosis.- — The  number  of  cases  referred  by  the  School  Medical 
Officer  to  the  Dispensary  during  1950  was  14. 

Arrangements  for  treatment  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  Difficulties  of  co-ordination  between  the  hospital 
service,  the  general  practitioners,  and  the  local  health  services  are 
leading  to  omissions  in  notification  of  infectious  diseases. 

This  is  especially  true  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Several 
cases  of  surgical  tuberculosis  and  of  tuberculous  glands  of  the  neck 
have  been  diagnosed  and  treated,  yet  because  they  have  passed  through 
several  hands  in  the  hospital  and  general  practitioner  services,  con¬ 
fusion  has  arisen  as  to  who  should  notify,  with  the  result  that  there 
has  been  failure  to  do  so  and  the  necessary  steps  to  ascertain  possible 
sources  of  infection  and  thus  prevent  further  cases  could  not  be  taken.

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CHIROPODY. 

In  the  nine  months  covered  by  this  report  approximately  30% 
of  the  children  who  attended  were  treated  for  verruca.  Of  the 
remaining  conditions  seen  in  the  clinic  "approximately  three-quarters 
were  minor  helomata,  due  primarily  to  incorrect  footwear.  The 
dangers  of  ill-fitting  shoes  and  hose  causing  permanent  damage  of  a 
more  serious  nature  were  made  plain  to  the  parents,  and  the  decrease 
in  the  number  of  treatments  necessary  in  those  cases  where  advice  has 
been  given  leads  one  to  hope  that  the  parents  are  responding  to  this 


preventive  advice.

ARTIFICIAL  SUNLIGHT  TREATMENT. 

Artificial  sunlight  therapy  is  provided  at  Wigan  Infirmary  and 
during  the  year  1950  nine  children  were  referred  there  for  this  form 
of  treatment.  The  service  appears  to  be  less  popular  than  in  previous 
years.

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HOSPITAL  AND  SPECIALIST  SERVICES. 

Generally  speaking,  these  services  ceased  to  be  the  responsibility 
of  the  Local  Education  Authorities  on  the  inception  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act  of  1946,  although  Circular  135/48  of  the  Ministries 
of  Health  and  Education  indicates  that  the  Education  Authority 
may  still  employ  individual  specialists  to  give  advice  if  this  is  con¬ 
sidered  necessary. 

The  Orthopaedic  Scheme  (page  12),  which  is  a  joint  service  with 
the  Lancashire  County  Council,  continues  as  before,  the  salary  of  the 
Surgeon  now  being  the  responsibility  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Children  requiring  specialist  treatment  for  diseases  of  the  Ears, 
Nose  and  Throat  are  referred  to  the  Aural  Surgeon  at  the  Royal  Albert 
Edward  Infirmary.  Arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  general 
medical  and  surgical  cases  provide  for  these  to  be  referred  to  the  In¬ 
firmary  where  some  measure  of  priority  is  afforded  them.  They  still 
however  have  to  mix  with  the  general  sick  in  crowded  out-patient 
departments  which  psychologically  is  most  unsatisfactory. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  year  has  been  a  record  one  as  regards  relative  absence  of 
infectious  disease  in  the  schools. 

There  were  no  notified  Diphtheria  cases  and  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Measles  amounted  to  62  and  197  cases  respectively. 

There  were  also  28  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  and  two  cases  of 

Poliomyelitis. 

Protective  inoculation  against  diphtheria  is  offered  free,  and  the 
written  consent  of  the  parents  is  obtained  before  any  child  is 
immunised.  Consent  forms  have  been  issued  on  several  occasions 
to  each  child  to  take  home  to  his  parents  for  signature,  and  the  Head 
Teachers  have  been  asked  to  co-operate  in  advising  parents  to  have 
their  children  inoculated.  Other  forms  of  propaganda  have  been 
carried  out. 

Where  numbers  warrant  such  action,  Immunisation  sessions  are 
undertaken  in  schools  as  well  as  at  clinic  premises.

As  chicken-pox,  mumps,  influenza,  etc.,  are  not  compulsorily 
notifiable,  the  total  number  of  cases  is  not  known. 
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Cases  of  small-pox,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  and  enteric  fever 
are  notified  by  general  practitioners  in  the  usual  way,  and  are  visited 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  the  Health  Department.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  not  now  primarily  responsible  for  the  admission 
to  hospital  of  infectious  cases.  Where  the  social  circumstances 
indicate  that  admission  to  hospital  is  required  to  prevent  spread  of 
the  disease,  consultation  with  the  family  Doctor  rarely  fails  to  enlist 
his  co-operation  in  arranging  the  patient/ s  admission. 

It  is  compulsory  to  notify  cases  of  measles  and  whooping  cough. 
All  cases  are  visited  by  the  School  Nurses. 

A  printed  table  of  minimum  periods  of  exclusion  for  various 
diseases  has  been  prepared  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  and  copies 
supplied  to  the  Health  Department,  Education  Committee,  Head 
Teachers,  and  Welfare  Officers. 

Exclusion  certificates  are  issued  for  definite  periods  or  until  the 
child  is  fit,  when  a  re-admission  certificate  is  given. 

No  child  who  has  been  suffering  from  an  infectious  disease  must 
be  re-admitted  to  school  before  a  re-admission  form  or  medical  certi¬ 
ficate  of  fitness  from  a  private  practitioner  has  been  received. 

There  is  complete  co-ordination  between  the  School  Medical 
Service  and  the  Health  Department  in  the  control  of  infectious  diseases. 
The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  informs  the  Head  Teacher  of  all  cases 
notified  by  medical  practitioners,  and  exclusion  certificates  are  sent 
to  them. 


HANDICAPPED  PUPILS. 

Ascertainment  of  handicapped  pupils  has  continued  throughout 
the  year. 

Many  handicapped  pupils  are  found  during  the  first  periodic 
medical  inspection,  and  others  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  by  teachers  or  parents.  A  proportion  are  discovered  prior  to 
their  admission  to  school  whilst  attending  Welfare  Clinics,  and  the 
close  liaison  which  exists  between  the  School  Health  and  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Service  ensures  that  these  children  are  guided 
early  into  the  educational  channels  which  will  be  of  most  benefit  to 
them. 

There  appears  to  be  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  teachers  at  some 
schools  to  delay  putting  Educationally  Sub-Normal  children  forward 
for  ascertainment.  I  am  convinced  that  this  is  not  in  the  best  interests 
of  the  child  as  it  delays  the  age  at  which  special  treatment  can  be 
instituted  and  may  mean  the  child  leaving  school  without  the  help 
which  might  have  been  given  had  the  case  been  ascertained  earlier. 

One  feature  of  the  service  is  that  should  the  child  be  so  incapaci¬ 
tated  as  to  be  unable  to  attend  the  School  Clinic,  arrangements  are 
made  for  the  School  Medical  Officer  to  visit  the  home  in  conjunction 
with  the  Family  Doctor  who  is  attending,  thus  first-hand  information 
of  the  child’s  previous  history  is  obtained.

CO 
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CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS. 

The  number  of  parents  present  at  Medical  Inspection  varies 
considerably  in  the  different  schools.  The  total  number  of  parents 
present  was  2,097,  and  the  total  number  of  children  medically  inspected 
was  4,138.  The  average  attendance  of  parents  being  51  per  cent. 
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CO-OPERATION  OF  TEACHERS. 

The  majority  of  the  teachers  in  the  schools  of  Wigan  are  very 
helpful  to  Assistant  Medical  Officers.  They  provide  them  with  the 
best  accommodation  possible,  report  any  abnormality  they  have 
noticed  in  the  children,  and  submit  special  cases  for  inspection. 
Prompt  and  complete  information  regarding  infectious  disease  is 
very  valuable  to  the  School  Medical  Officer  and  helps  him  to  control 
or  even  prevent  epidemics.  The  Teachers  see  that  such  cases  are 
kept  away  from  the  school  for  the  minimum  period  prescribed  and 
until  a  re-admission  form  is  received,  and  also  that  contacts  are 
excluded  as  recommended. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY  BODIES. 

During  the  year  the  help  of  the  N.S.P.C.C.  Inspector  has  been 
obtained  in  5  cases,  involving  the  welfare  of  14  children. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN  AND  YOUNG  PERSONS. 

During  the  year,  16  applications  received  from  children  were 
investigated  by  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  and  licences  to 
all  the  applicants  were  subsequently  granted. 

PROVISION  OF  MEALS  AND  MILK. 

The  School  Meals  Organiser  has  submitted  the  following 
information  : — 

The  School  Meals  and  Milk  Scheme  has  continued  to  operate 
satisfactorily  during  1950. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  total  number  of  meals  served, 
but  this  has  been  noted  nationally  due  presumably  to  the  increased 
price  of  the  meal  and  general  conditions. 

Free  meals  continue  to  be  served  to  children  whose  parents’ 
income  is  below  the  prescribed  scale. 

The  new  Kitchen/Dining  Room  at  Pemberton  Secondary  Modern

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SCHOOL  DENTAL  SERVICE. 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  Dental  Staff  has  remained  as 
in  the  preceding  years,  and  the  facilities  for  dental  examination  and 
treatment  of  school  children  have  been  maintained.  These  circum¬ 
stances  have  enabled  Wigan  to  compare  favourably  with  other  towns, 
many  of  whom  have  found  difficulty  in  replacing  staff  who  have  left 
the  service. 


The  majority  of  the  schools  in  the  Borough  have  been  visited 
once  during  the  twelve  months  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  dental 
inspections. 


In  the  Pemberton  area  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  refer  children 
in  the  older  age  groups  to  the  Central  Clinic  for  treatment,  as  accom¬ 
modation  at  Billinge  Road  is  available  only  on  three  half  days  each 
week.  This  arrangement  has  been  carried  out  in  an  endeavour  to 
ensure,  as  far  as  possible,  a  uniform  inspection  and  treatment  for  all 
school  children  in  the  town. 


Many  parents,  during  the  year,  accepted  the  invitation  to  attend 
the  first  dental  inspection  of  their  children.  This  not  only  provided 
an  excellent  opportunity  for  giving  advice,  but  it  was  also  gratifying 
to  note  an  increased  interest  and  a  realisation  of  the  value  of  taking 
care  of  children’s  teeth. 


It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  in  the  older  age  groups  there  is, 
in  the  majority  of  cases,  a  definite  desire  to  possess  a  good  dentition 
with  the  result  that  conservative  work  and  advice  on  oral  hygiene 
is  readily  accepted. 


Increasing  use  has  been  made  of  the  Orthodontic  service.  The 
amount  of  work  carried  out  has  been  limited  only  by  the  time  available 
for  this  specialised  branch  of  dentistry. 


The  demand  for  dental  treatment  at  the  clinic  has  not  diminished, 
and  the  introduction  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  has  not 
relieved  in  any  way  the  work  carried  out  by  the  School  Dental  Service. 
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PHYSICAL  EDUCATION,  1950. 

The  following  report  has  been  submitted  by  Mr.  E.  F.  Smith, 
Organiser  of  Physical  Education  : — - 


Progress  has  been  maintained  in  1950.  Children  and  teachers 
show  an  increasing  enjoyment  in  their  activities,  particularly  where 
the  larger  apparatus  has  been  installed.  The  remedial  effect  of  the 
new  activities  has  been  emphasised,  particularly  in  relation  to  footwork, 
and  work  affecting  the  spine. 

The  swimming  facilities  were  fully  used  and  in  the  Education 
Committee’s  tests  742  children  passed  the  three  grades  of  the  examina¬ 
tions.  In  the  Royal  Life  Saving  Society’s  examinations  held  during 
the  winter  91  children  gained  various  awards  of  the  Society. 

The  Wigan  Schools  Athletic  Association  had  a  successful  Sports 
Day,  for  which  1,300  entries  were  received.  The  Wigan  Schools  were 
well  represented  in  the  Lancashire  County  Athletic  Sports,  from  which 
several  Wigan  children  were  chosen  to  represent  the  County  in  the  all 
England  competitions. 

All  senior  girls  now  have  tennis  instruction  as  part  of  their  games 
activities.
